'As'Happimeſs tieans Fate, Pleaſure, 
and freedom from Pain, Miſery,and troublkeſorn Win : fo all Men naturally 
deſire to be happy: But as Happmeſs means bchoting God's Face inRigh- 
teonfnefs; and being fatished with his Likeneſs 3 -Pſal.17.15. So it is wholly 
fupernatural, known, and defired of none in thisWorld, fave only the Rege- 
nerate through Faith in Chniſt. Men ungodly neglect fo great Salvation, and 
fay unto God, Depart from us ; Heb. 2. 3. Job21.14. The Heaven and 
Happineſs deſired by them, is a ſenfu2] Paradiſe, and perpetual Epicuriſm : 
this really is not Heaven and Happineſs, but a Luſt or Idol clothed with 
the name of Heaven and Happineſs. The ſmcere delire of Grace as ſuch, 
1s not the Grace deſired, but it is an infallible proof of 4 gracious and godly 
Man, as being accompanied with ſmcere Performance and Endeavour, and 
Is indeed it felf holy 2:formance before God. There is in God delight to 
Love; Deut. 10.15. and in all bleſſed Saints and Angels, and there is in 
all true Saints on Earth ſincere defire to love God perfe&tly, but no ſuch 
thing as love to love: this is not _ Love, but adulterous Luſt, He that

loves to love, doth not love God, but himſelf. No godly Man dare Sin: For 
he that dare Sin is preſuniptuous, and treads Conſcience under Foot, The 


leaſt degree of true Godlineſs, and wy Love to God, doth ſincerely, yet 
not perfeCtly mortify, hate, expel, and war againſt all Sin, and deſires to 


be by Grace ſinle(s and impeccable. A Perſon may ſincerely love God, and 
yet through errour and miſtake ſay he doth not, and may have godly Aſſu- 
rance, and yet complain as if he had none 3 Pſal. 77. 10. Pſa.22.10. 
1 Cor. 12.15, 16. | 


CHAP. XA 
Of the Image of God. 


1.4 "Hrift conſidered as God,is the efſential,ſubſtantial, and increated Image 
and Form of God the Father by Nature, not by Grace. Chriſt con- 
ſidered as Man, exalted at God's right Hand, is by Grace, not by Nature, 
the Image of Himſelf, as God Equal with the Father and the = Ghoſt, in 
a ſpecial and peculiar Senſe aboye all both Angels and Men ; yet he is 
but one Image of God rightly conceived, as he is but one Chriſt. Phy, 2. 
6. Col. 1. 15. Heb. 1. 3,9, 13. The Divine Effence, as it is in God the 
Fatherbegetteth the Divine Eflence as it is in God the Son: Yet will it not 
hence follow that there are two Divine Eflences, but only that the Divine 
Efſence as it is in God the Father unbegotten, is not the Divine Eſſence 
as it is in God the Son begotten. Which is certainly true : For Unbegor- 
ten and Begotten are eternally divers and diſtinct. This eternal Generation 
of God the Son is not a Work of God, but it is the Nature of God the Fa-. 
ther.and had been if there had never been Work of God. God the Father is 
not Axtotheos of and from Himſelf, and therefore God the Son is not. God 
ſimply is, and cannot but be, and fimply to be, is to be God. 4 
The Creature ſimply is not, but the Creature as ſuch is ON 
and as compared with him it is as Nothing, yea leſs than Nothing and Va- 
nity. Iſa. 40. 17, 18. Sin indeed is abſolutely, ſimply, and eternally of Þ- 
it ſelf, exceeding ſinful. Joh. 8. 44. Rom. 7. 13. But God isnot Sin. 
He is ſimply Firit, and ſimply Firſt is from none. 1 
2, As to Life Temporal, ungodly Men, as Men, are the Image of God 
no leſs than godly Men. Thence Murder is fo great a Sin, becauſe thereby 
contrary to the Law and Light of Nature, the Image of God in Man, as to 
this preſent Life. is extin&, a living Man is turned into a dead Corple, and 
10: :1> dead can be the Imageof the living God, Ger. 9.6. As ro Life | 
et 1heavenly Converſation by Faith, only godly Men and Women, |

Devil, As to Conjugal Society, the Husband is the Image and Glory of 
God, \and not the Wite, he being her Head, 1 Cor. 11. 3, 7. In reſpect 


of natutal Generation, Parents are the Image of God, and not Chil 
In reſpec&Fof domeltical Rule and Government, Maſters are the Image of 


God, and not Servants. In reſpec of earthly Soveraignty, Ki ſu- 
pream Civil Rulers are the Image of God, and not Subjects. "ents Tri- 


umphant,as Triumphant and by Grace impeccable.are the Image of God,ſo 
as Saints Milicant -qpood Damned Eg Men, and intelletualBeings, 
are againſt their Will the Image of God for ever; becauſe they do againſt 
their will fulfil God's Law, by bearing the eternal Penalty thereof, due for 
their Sin. 

3. The Soul is truly a Spiritual Subſtance, and yet truly material, not 
to our bodily Senſes outwardly, but to our Faith inwardly. For the Op- 
poſition is not between Spiritual and Material, but between Spiritual and 
Carnal. 1 Cor. 3.1. andg. 11. Rom. 1 5 27. Spiritual, Inviſible, and 
Eternal Things are incomparably and tran{cendently Material, they are the 
Matters of God, and of greateſt Conſequence and Importance to our Souls 
through Faith. The Soul is not the Form of Man, but the Body is the Form 
of Man, and the Soul is the quickening Life and Spirit, In beholding a 
and dead Man, we behold the Form and Appearance of Man, but we 


do not behold the Soul. © The Soul is the Image of God, and therefore it 


cannot conliſt in a dead Form. Rom. 2. 20. 2 Tim. 3.5. 

'4- Soul and Body are truly diſtin as Principal and Inſtrumental, the in- 
ward and the outward Man, but they are not two effential and compoun- 
ding Parts of Man. For Man is the Image of God, who being without 
Parts and Compoſition, ſo muſt needs be his Image. As all in God is God, 
ſo all the Image of God is the Image of God. Every Man as to his natu- 
ral Subſtance is fimply a Man, and not a Brute, and therefore he muft needs 
be uncompounded. For to be {imply a Man, and yet compounded, is a 
Contradiction. Indeed the Body by it ſelf conliſts of many Pary: It will 
not therefore follow that it is onely one Part of Man. For if it be one only, 
it 15 not many. Gal. 3. 16. As to Life Eternal the Soul is the Man, not 
as excluding the Body : but the Welfare of the Body is bound up in the E- 
ternal Welfare of the Soul. If the Soul be ſafe.all is fafe : If that be loſt, all 
ts loſt, and the Man is undone for ever. As to Life Temporal, the Body is 
the Man, not as excluding the Soul ; but as it is in and by the Body that 
Man doth viſibly live and converſe on Earth as a Man and not a Brute, and 
the Body being dead,the Man is dead as to this'preſent Life. And therefore 
not one Part of Chriſt, but Chriſt Himſelf in reſpe& of his Body was crucifs- 
ed, dead, buried, and lay in the Grave. Come, fee the place where the: 
Lord lay. Mat. 2$. 6. | 


5. Evey. 
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5- Every Artihcial Image of Chriſt as God is an Idol : and every Artif 
cial Image of Chriſt as Man,is Superſtition 3 and if adored.then it 1s Idolatry, 
| Chriſt 2s Man is holy, and Holinefs may not be tet forth by a dead Image or 
Picture. Only holy Men and Women in this World as holy, are the' I- 
mage of Chriſt as he is Man. Rom. 8. 29. Any other Image of Chriſt as 
Man, is a lie,and not the Image of Chrilt, Chritt is truly a Man, but with- 
al a ſpecial Man differing in kind from all-other Men, becauſe he only is 
miraculous Conception in the Wornb of a Virgin, He only is the Propitiati- 
on for the Sins of the whole World, He only as Man is exalted at God's right 
Hand above all both Angels and Men : They may be ſet forth by an Artifi- 
cial Image or Picture, but ſo may not Chriſt as Man. The only true ſer- 
ting forth of Chriſt as Man,is by the Word and Sacraments through Faith : 
becauſe as Man he differs s» fpecze in kind from all other Men. 


"OHSS 3 
Of the Church and Commonwealth. 


1, H E Holy Catholick Church which we believe, as diſtin from the 
ele&t Angels, conſiſts of the whole number of God's Ele& in all 
Ages, not as exclulive of what is good and commendable m Hypocrites, 
Hereticks, Apoſiates, and Heathens, but as liking and loving all that is good 
and Jovely in whomſoever. This Church begawin penitent Adam and Eve, 
they two were tlic firſt Church of the redeemed. Upon the increaſe and multi- 
plication of new Converts, and Souls regenerate, more were added to the 
Church ſucceſſively.like as when an lnfant is born into the World, there is one 
more added to the Society of Mankind, Ats 2.47. The Apoſtles Commiſion 
was not to make a new Church differing m ſubſtance from what had been 
before,and was in being at the time of Chriſt's Aſcention, but to preſerve that 
Church which he left on Earth,and by Apoſiolical Preaching,and Endeavours, 
to enlarge and add to it, and fo to make Few and Gentile one in Chriſt Jeſus. 
Outward Variations, ſuited to the Exegencies of the Church, in its Militant - 
State, do not alter the intrinſecal Nature, Eſſence, and Unity of the Church, 
which is the fame for ſubſtance in all Ages, But becauſe bel is the fuſt 
whodied in Faith, and of whoſe Righteouſne(s there is expreſs mention, 
therefore the Holy Catholick Church is htly reckoned from him. 
| 2+ The Church and Commonwealth are not two mdependent Societies 
but the Church, as ſuch, s a holy Commonwealth, liniply dependent upon 
God through Chritttag Faith, as to Life eternal : And upon the Prince 5 
ſole Sypreafn, under God, over all. ig his Dominiors, as to Life Temporak, 
aud Coercive rule by the Sword. Look as Homo being a Man includes 
Awmal, being a Living Creature : So the Church inclades human Society, 
ab 
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2. being nothing but Mankind fanGtified, by Faith in Chrift. The Power 
ad Authority of Chriſt, as Man, exalted at God's right Hand over all, is 
ſimply dependent upon God : And therefore all the Power and Authority 
of the Church muſt needs be {imply dependent, miniſterial, and ſubordinate; 
and whatſoever Church claims to it ſelf Power ſimply independent, by that 
very claim it is proved to be Anti-chriſtian, that Man of Sin, and Son of Per- 
dition, who exalts himſelf above God, and above the Prince his Vice-gerent 
on Earth, 2 Thefſ. 2. 3, 4: | . 

3. The Church is not two, Univerſal and Particular, Inviſible and Viſi- 
ble; but the Church is ſimply one, as God is one 3 admitting of juſt Con- 
ception, but no Diviſion. ' It is one Whole or Univerſal, as comprizing all 
the Parts : But one Whole or Univerſal, as diftinct from all the Parts, is 
only Notion and Conceit, as a Man in the Moon, or Caftle in the Air, a 
meer Chimera. We ſce thoſe Men and Women who are the Church Milt 
tant, but that which makes them the Church Militant we do not ſce, but 
believe. The Church is plain and manifelt to thoſe who believe, as the Sun 
at Noon-day, is to ſeeing Men : But he who believeth not, makes God a 
Lyar, 1 Foh. 5. 10. and God being made a Lyar, the Church muſt needs 
be made a Lyar too. 

4. It will not ftand with Chriſtian Faith, Hope, and Love, to live di- , 
vided in Heart and Converſation, from any the lealt Member of Chrilt and 
true Chriſtian, who is evidently and apparently {o, ſo far as Man can judg.. 
We cannot be more holy than God, more pure then Chriſt : Whom he re- 
ceives, we are tO receive, or we cannot expe to be received by him. The 
Communion of Saints is an Article of Faith, unalterably fixed by God as to 
the ſubſtance of it, and it conſiſts in Chriſtian Faith, Hope, and Love : 
Theſe are to the Church, and every Member thereof, what the Soul is to. 
the Body. But ſaving Chriſtian Faith, Hope, and Love, we are to become 
all Things to all Men, and bear all Things rather than rend and divide the 
Church by nefarious and lewd Schiſm. Ungodly Chriſtians, conſidered as. 
tingodly, are not Chrittians, and Members of the Church : But Ungodly 
Chriſtians, conſidered not as Ungodly, but as Chriſtians, are a fort of Chri- 
ſtians and Church-Members, and are not meer Heathens and Perſons with- 
ont : They are of the Church, and yet they are not the Church, Rom. g.6.. 

5. Loyalty is a Fundamental in Religion, as without which human So- 
ciety cannot ſubſift, and no human Soctety no Religion. Human Society 
cannot ſubſitt without ſome to Rule and ſome to be Ruled. If the Ruled 
may reſiſt and riſe in Rebellion-againſt their lawful Rulers, ſet over them by 
God, Mankind is no longer a Society, but a Rout; and a Foundation is. 
laid for endleſs War, Deſolation, and Confuſion of all Things. The Natuze 

of a Fundamental in Religion is to expel its Contrary, as Light doth Darke 
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nets. As then no Man can in the ſame Inſtant be both Godly and Ungodly: 
So can no Man in the ſame Inſtant be both Loyal and Diſloyal. Loyalty is 
not Loyalty unleſs it be ſo out of Conſcience, either Natural and Common, 
ſuch as may be in Heathens and Men not Regenerate z or Supernatural and 
Special, ſuch as is in the Regenerate, He that is only Loyal out of Self-ends 
and for Worldly Intereſt, is not Loyal before God. Human Law, conſide- 
red as Human, cannot bind the Conſcience : But conſidered as ſubſervient 
to the Divine Law, ſo it is in a large Senſe Divine, and as Divine, it binds 
the Conſcience : For all that lies in us,we are to live peaceably with all Men. 
Yet where the Thing enaQted and enjoyned is not intrinſecally neceſſary to 
the publick Good, there a Man hathhis choice, whether to do the thing, or 
to pay the Penalty. In no caſe may we reſiltt Authority Supream and Sub- 
coiling : In no caſe may we obey Man againſt God. Therefore when no 
way is left, but either we muſt Suffer, or Sin z we muſt patiently and 


meekly Suffer, and lay down our Lives, rather than reliſt, or allow the leaſi 
Sin. | 


CHAP. XIL | 
Of Original Sin, the ſtate of Infants, and their Baptiſm. 


I. S to Life Temporal there are in the Soul Habits diſtin& from Ac, 
and by frequent Acts Men get a Habit. But as to Eternity there 
is no ſuch Diſtintion : For the Soul as being a ſpiritual and immortal 
Subſtance, is the Image of God, and is therefore ever in a& inviſibly. From 
the time that it is firſt formed in the Womb, it ceaſeth not to live a Life dif- 
fering, in kind, from Brutes and while in the Body, isftill upon its way to 
Eternity, andeither it is Godly, and fo in the way to Heaven, and inviſibly 
aQve for God : or it is Ungodly, and fo inthe way to Hell, and inviſtbly 
ative againſt him. | 
2. If God ſhall give unto Adam, after his Fall, Children by natural Ge- 
neration, and ſhall not alſo give them inward heavenly Grace, and ſuperna- 
tural Regeneration, it is molt certain that inwardly and inviſibly they will 
be Graceleſs and Ulntegenerate : As Graceleſs and Unregenerate they are 
Unholy, dead in Sin, and full of enmity againſt God, and fo dying, it is 
above me to prove that they have not in them the never-dying Worm. This. 
Original Sin, in Infants, is neither from God, nor from Adam, nor from 
their immediate Parents 3 but it is wholly from themſelves inwardly and 
unfearchably, neither by natural neceſlity,nor after the ſimilitude of Adam's 
Tranſgreſſion, Rom. 5. 14. but by legal Neceſſity. Which is a ſort of Ne-, 
ceſſity innocently and unſcarchably permitted by God, but not willed by by, 
| a 
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and is not avoidable by either Parents . or Children, without ſapernatural 


their Sleep laſteth, are unavoidably and inexculably ungodly. 

3. The adequate ground of Hope concerning the whole Off-ipring of 
Adam, is Divine Election in Chriſt Jeſus. It we bottom it not entirely up- 
on this, we mult needs bottom it upon Reprobation, there being no nud- 
dle,or third, imaginable. Elec and Reprobate, as Godly and Ungodly, di- 
vide all the World. And to bottom Hope of Salvation upon Reprobation, 
is todeſtroy Hope. All the Infants of Godly Parents, both, or one, dying 


in meer Infancy, we may well think are cle& and faved, as a Part of that 


holy Catholick Church which conſiſts of the Ele& in all Ages : And of 
this Baptiſm, to me, ſeems to be a ſacred Sign and Seal. 1 Pet. 3.21, Un- 
godly Chriſtians, as hath been ſaid, conſidered not as Ungodly,but as Chri- 


{tians, are a ſort of Chriſtians and not meer Heathens. The Infants of ſuch” 


being brought unto. us by the Parents, or ſome other Chriſtian in their 
ſtead, themſelves being reaſonably letted, with deſire to have them baptiſed, 


I conceive it is our Duty, as we are Chriſt's Miniſters, in Obedience to his - 


Command, ze. 28. 19, 20. Well ſuiting with the Grounds of Faith, the 
op_— PraQtice of the Church before Chriſt's Incarnation, the Words 

Example of Chriſt touching Infants, ark. 10. 13, 14, 15, 16. and 
the Practice of the Apoſtles m baptizing Houſholds, to baptize there Infants. 
And if they ſhall be taken away in meer Infancy by Death, we may well 
think that they alſo are Elect and Saved, and that of ſuch alſo is the King» 
dom of God. Though the Parents have not Godly Sincerity, yet a ſort of 
Sincerty they have, and they do really and not difſemblingly delire Baptiſm 
for their Infants, and are truly glad of it. Either ſome Infants are eternal- 
ly, cle& and endued with the Boly Ghoſi favingly, or not. If yea, can a- 
ny Man forbid Water, that theſe ſhould not be baptized, which are eternal- 
ly ele&t, and endued with the Holy Ghoſt ſavingly, as well as grown Men? 
AF. 10.47, 48. If not, thenall Infants are eternally reprobate and danr- 
ved, the Infant Jeſus not excepted. Iſa. 42. 1. Luk. 1. 35. 

4. The Centempt of Baptiſm is danmnable in the Contemners: but In- 
fants cannot contemn it. Chriſt ſent me not to baptize, but to preach the 
Goſpel. 1 Cor..1. 17. The Goſpel, that is, Life eternal throughFaith in 
Chrilty 1s imply neceffary for all Perſons, in all Places, at all Times, from 
the Fall of Adam to the End of the World 3 But fo is not Baptiſm. If the 
Perſon die inwardly holy and regenerate, as he may, though not baptized, 
he is undoubtedly ſaved. 

5. It the baptized Infant be not inwardly holy and regenerate (as all are 


not) then 1 conceive it is not in a State of Salvation, it is not ſet free from 


Guilt eternal, yet is its Baptiſm as ordained of God, and diſpenſed by his

Grace in Chriſt Jeſus. Even as ungodly grown Men, in their Sleep, while | 
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Miniſtermeither Nultlity nor Mockery, but a Divine Bond, Oath, and Ce- 
venant laid upon the infant to be what all the Off-ſpring of Adam by Gods. 
Law indiſpenſably axe bound to be, truly holy, and God's faithful Servant, 
Either its Regeneration is future, or it is not. It yea, then Baptiſm is a 
ſure Pledg, Seal, and Token that it is future. It not, then the Infant will 
outlive the State of Infancy, and will live and die ungodly, and periſh ;, 
in which Cale his Baptiſm will be an everlaſting Witneſs againſt him, it 
being ſuppoſed that his Conſcience was privy to it. Baptitm 1s a Seal of 
the Covenant of Grace, which Covenant importeth God's Purpoſe to give 
Perſeverance and Salvation to all the Regenerate, and to Regenerate (ſuch. Þ 
and ſo many, as he from Eternity foreſees will, by his Grace, and Free-gift, 
lincerely believe, And yet,while Unregenerate, they are in a State of Dam... 
nation. As to Lite Tempo and Humane Society on Earth, ungodly Men. 
have Power. over their owu Will, and Liberty to a, or not to aRt. as them- 
ſelves liſt, and they can, if they will refrain from all Sin outwardly, 2nd dv 
all Good ai. and be blamdlefs before Men. But as to Life Eternal, 
and Heavenly Converſation, they have no Power, they are dead in Sin, un- 
der the. Power of Satan, their Power is Impotency, Sin hath Dominion over 
them, they are not Las, but Slaves, and lorded over by their Luſts ; and if 
God.thall not prevent them with his Heavenly Grace, it 1s certain that they 
will never deſerve ic.Thezxdfoze the friſt Rep to Salvation is holy Deſpair there 
of by all that we of our ſelves can do without God's eternal Grace owl 
And look what is Firſt in Divinity, that Game is Laſt, even All in All. |

as-named by. this or that Name, Jehovab, Lord, God. 1 am the Lord, _

municants,not at all in the Elernents. Conſecration eth in all Godly 
Commumicants, a real Heavenly Change as to Converſation, Converfion 
from Sin to God, they are new Creatures, 2 Cor. 5. 17, This heavenly 
Change they evidence, exerciſe, and ſhew forth at the Lord's Table, in re- 
ligious partaking of the Elements in Remembrance of Chriſt crucified. . All 
Change in the Elements by Confecration is ſimply repugnant to. intellectual 
Senſe in all Men, and is therefore ſimply incredible. 

3. Theſe Words, This is my Body, as underſtood without Chriſtian 
Faith, are falſe and abſurd : But as underſtood through Chrittian Faith, they 
are indeed mykerious, yet Superlatively plain, true, apt, and proper. The 
Lord's Supper is truly a Figure, as is Baptiſm, 1 Per. 3. 21. yet not a Ver- 
bal and Rhetorical Figure common to Us and Heathens, but a Divine, Ce- 
leſtial, and Myſterious Figure inſtituted by Chrift, and not underſtood with- 
out Chriſtian Belief, which Heathens have not. In Points that concern us 
as Men, in common with all the World, Chrift fpake with the Vulgar,and fo 
33 to be underſtood of very Heathens. But in Points myſterious and Su- ' 
pernatural, as is the Doctrine of the Lord's Supper, he ſpake above the Vul- 
gar, and o, as not to be underſtood aright without Faith, which Heathens 
have not. Ungodly Communicants, conſidered as Ungodly, do not eat 
Chriſt's Body, but inwardly contemn and ſhut their Hearts againſt it : And 


thus their partaking doth differ in kind from the nwvard partaking of the 
Godly. But Ungodly Communicants, conſidered as Communicants, do 


with their Mouth outwardly eat that Bread, which is really, and not chime- 
rically, yet facramentally and ſymbolically the Body of Chriſt, no leſs than 
do Godly Communicants outwardly : And thus their partaking is the ſame 
for kind with the partaking of the Godly. 1 Cor. 19. 1, 2,3, 4, 5- 

4. Unto worthy Communicants the Lord's Snapper is the Communion 


of theLord's Body and Blood, the holy Memorial of his Death, heavenly 


Nouriſhment for the Soul, a ſure Pledge, Seal, Sign, and Token of Par- 
don of Sin, Perſeverance, and Life eternal, and a Divine Engagement to 
Watchfulneſs and holy Fear of Apoſtacy. No Godly Man doth partake un- 
worthily > he may partake not ſo worthily as ſome do, but the leaſt degree 
of true Godlineſs doth produce a degree'ot worthy communicating, differ- 
ing but in meaſure and degree from the molt Godly Communicants. Unto 
unworthy Communicants the Lord's Supper, through their own Sin, is a 
Seal of their Damnation, if they die without ſound Repentance: ' And in 
the mean time it layeth a Divine Bond and Engagement upon them inſtantly 
tO repent.

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will remember with eternal Self-tormenting Anguaiſh,in Hell,their partaki 
without Godly Sincerity. Thoſe who contend,that Men Unregenerate ſin Ie 
in not coming, than in coming to the Lord's Table, do yet exprefly grant ; 
But yet they that do come unworthily and unwarrantably, do find that there, 
which tendeth to their Converſion, and frequently effeftethit. Mr. B. mm bis 
Diſtntations of Right to Sacraments, pag. 31, 32. And they who contend 
that the Unregenerate hn leſs in coming, than in not coming, do yet hold 
and contend, that the Perſons ſo come muſt be adult, baptized, orthodox 
and not heretical, free from enormous Crimes and Scandals, before Men. 
The bare Elements, as diſtin& from the Word, can neither convert nor. 
confirm. But the Word, as diſtin& from the Elements, and giving being 
to the whole Sacramental Service, may,through God's Grace, prove effequ- 
al for ſound Converſion of the Ulnconverted, and certainly will be effectual 
for building up of the Converted. | 

5- The Fleſh and Manhood of Chriſt is, under God, the prime inſtru- 
mental Caulc of Life eternal, to the Godly in all Ages, through Faith: As. © 
ſuch, his Fleſh is heavenly Meat, and his Blood is heavenly Drink, and we.,. 
through Faith, do really and not chimerically, ſpiritually and not corporally 
eat and drink it. What is eaten, in that it 15 eaten, mult be really preſent : 

r no Man can eat athing, that is abſent. There is Relation between the 
Manhood of Chriſt and the whole intellectual World, as between ſole Su-- 
pream under God, and Subjes: This Relation is real and not imaginary, 


eternal and nor on. rk From Eternity it was future, and it remains to- 


Eternity by the free Pleaſure of God. What is eternal is truly infinite, above 
all Predicaments, and conſequently above Time and Place, yet not contrary 
thereto, Things related are ſimul natura,intrinſecally together, not in Place 
outwardly, but in Truth and Reality inwardly, above both Time and Place. 
 Oaly chisis to he noted, that though the Manhood of Chriſt be ſole Supream 
under God, over all both Angels and Men, as he is exalted. at God's right 
Hand, yet only elect Angels and Men be his Loyal and Obedient Subjects. 
There are,who hold ſome things neceflary to the Integrity of the Sacrament, 
bur not to its Efſence, as breaking the Bread. But the Scripture hath no ſuch 
&ſtin&ion, and indeed it is repugnant to the Nature of God, who is an in- 
finite Efſence, and in hin. is infinite Integrity.: Therefore there cannot pol- 
ſibly be Efſence and not Integrity. Therefore breaking the Bread, is to be: 
xeckoned among thoſe things which are not intrinſecally neceflary to the. 
Being and Integrity of the Lord's Supper. As to which the general rule is, 
to obſer ve the way. and cuſtom of the Church where a Man thall come and 


abide. But as to the Cup,no power on Earth may deprive the People of it. , 


CHAP. 


CHAP. XIV. 
Of Divine Worſhip, and Idolatry. 


F. Hat there is a God, and that he is to be worſhipped as God, is inde- 

lebly written in the Heart of every Man 3 for every Man is either 
Godly or Ungodly : To be Godly, is to be a worſhipper of God in Spirit 
and Truth : To be Ungodly, is to have an inward Senſe and Conviction that 
there is a God, and not to worſhip and glorify him as God. 

2. The true God, is God the Father not incarnate, God the Son incar- 
nate, God the Holy Ghoſt not incarnate 3 the Saviour of all Men, ſpecially 
_ of them that believe : Any other God is an Idol, and not the true God. To 
worthip this true God, is penitently to confeſs our Sins, to call upon His 
Name, and pray unto him for ſpiritual and corporal — to give him 
| Thanks fer his Mercies, to ſwear by his Name, to vow and: covenant our 

Souls to him, to believe his Holy Word, to truſt in him for Life Eternal, to 
walk as in his Sight and Preſence, to efteem him incomparably Excellent, 
to prefer his Favour, -Honour, and Glory, and the doing of his Will, befoze 
our Life, and Friends, and Eſtate, and all worldly and temporal Things 3 
to have clean Hearts and pure Conſciences, and in all things to make it our 
chief care and buſineſs to pleaſe him, and to obtain. eternal Reward and 
Blefledneſs, by righteous, ſober, and godly Converſation. Inthe Worſhip 
of God the Soul is Principal, and the Body is Inſtrumental, and the fame 
thing is eſſentially both Ac and Object : Far there cannot be the right Wor- 
ſhip of God without Self-denial ; according to that of the Plalmiſt Not un- 
to-u, O Lord, not unto ws, but unto thy Name be all the Gliry-: For of Him, 
and through Him, and to Him are all things; Pſal. 115.1. Rom, 11. 36. 
Now Self-denial is both Act and Object. Accordingly, in all Idolatry, the 
Soul is Principal, and the Body is Inftrumenta], and the ſarne thing is both 
Act and Object: For in every Idolater there is regnant Self-eſteem, Self-will, 
Selt-love, and Self-conhidence, repugnant to heavenly Self-denia), and Holy 
Truſt in God. The Idolater putteth truſt in his own Heart, that tho hegive 
the Glory due to God, in Chriſt only, to another, tho he worſhip in 
and by meer Creatures, and not in and by Chriſt only, yet he ſhall be ſaved, 
and God will accept him : This is Self-dehafion and' falſe Fruſt ; and Self- 
deluſion ard Self-confidence, is both At and Objec. 

3. An Idol s nothing 1n theWorld, 1 Cor. 8. 4. That is, al conceive, 
ſet aſide the inward ungodly Luſt, and falſe Belief, which is in Man's Heart; 
and there is no ſuch thing as an Ido}, nor can be. Every Creature of God 


15 Good, Man is a ſpecial Creature of God, and therefore. muſt needs be 
ſpecially. 
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ipecially Good, The Goodneſs of Man conſiſts in the inward Rectitude of 
his Mind, and hevenly dependence upon God, and Reſignation to his Will, 
and truſt in him for Life eternal. When contrary-wiſe, Man refuſeth to be 
guided by God, a$'t0 Life eternal, and putteth truſt in his own Heart, and 
not in God, for Life eternal, and loveth himſelt rather than God 3 now Man 
comes to have Idols in his Heart, and committeth ſpiritual -Whoredom and 
Adultery. Some make the Belly their God, ſome Idolize Money, ſome 
worldly Glory, foine Beauty, ſome Learning, ſome their Errowrs, forme 
Angels and departed Saints, fome Images : Theſe are various ways of Idola- 
try, but ill it is the mind within, as ungodly, which makes the Idol, and 
- all Idolatry whatſoever is a tranſcendent Vice, the worſhip of a falſe God, 
and is repugnant to Holy Belief in God. As God is not two, a material 
God, and a formal God : So Idolatry is not two, material and formal, but 
all dolatry. is a breach of the firſt Commandment, and repugnant to godly 
 Siacerity. No Man doth or can in the commiſſion of Idolatry intend to 
commit it, but really be doth commit it., he doth that which hy the Divine 
Law is Kolatry, The commiltion of Kolatry, and intention to commit it, 
differ ſpecitically, and cannot poſſþly concur in one and the fame indiviſible 
AR, as one and the ſame indiviiible At cannot poſably be two Ads. 

4. The ſubſtance, of Divine Worſhip is unatterably fixed by God, and all 
addition to it, and all diminution from it, is Idolatry, a Deifying of Man's 
Underſtanding and Wil}, and ſetting,-it above the Underſtanding and:Will 
of God. But there are many things reſpecting the outward Mode and Or- 
der of God's Worſhip, about which the Scripture gives only general Rules, 
the fitting whereof to particular Caſes, is left to Man's Wiſdom and Dif- 

«.cxction,dependently upon God, as Judg of all the World, Touching thr 
ſubſtance of God's Wohip, nothing is a Duty but what bath a Diviue 
Command, and plain Warrant in God's Word : Touching Thingsin theme 
ſelves indifferent, and variable, nothing is ſinful but what is plainly for- 
bidden by God, what, isnot forbidden, is of it felf Lawful. 

5. Religiouſly to invocate Angels and departed Saints is very Idolatry : 
but bare deliring their Prayers, I conceive, is not Idolatry. Superltition it 
15» vain and erxogeoys Delize it. is 3 but tho all Idolatry be Superſtjtion, yet 
all Superſiition and vain Dekire is not Idolatry : But if Superſtition reign, then 
it is Idolatry before God, tho not before Men. And then doth Superſtition 
and Errour reign, when Perſons lay their Salvation on it, and trult in their 
Errour for Life Eternal. Bare deſwing the Prayer of Angels and departed 
Saints, . is not Prayer and Invocation in the Rrict ſenſe, aud therefore, I con- 
ceiv4; it is not Idolatry. Tho all Prayer be Detue,. yet all Deſire is not 
Prayer in the (tridt ſenſe. Bare deliring the Prayer of Angels and departed 
Saints, doth fippole: them to know what indeed they do not know, and fo 


it 
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it is erroneOus and vain Deſire : but it 'doth not neceſfarily ſuppoſe thert1 
to be ſimply Omniſcient, which only God is. Finally, it is a Point of 
Faith, and the very ſum of the Bible, that ſince the Fall of Man, all Reli- 
gious Approach to God, is to be in and through Chriſt only : They which 
do otherwiſe; are guilty. of flat Idolatry.

and turn from. Where :Minifters Reſidence is neceſſary by Divine Law" 
there no Law of Man can diſpenſe with it: Where it is not neceſſary by:

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Divine Law, there needs no Human Diſpenſation, and the exacting of 
Money in ſich caſe is unrighteous Gain. The principal Work of Mini- 
ſters, and the ſubſtance of ſo much Church-order and Diſcipline, as is in- 
cumbent on them as Miniſters, to perform and ſee to, conſiſts in labouring 
in the Word and Dodtrine, in preaching the Goſpel, in giving heed to 
Dodrine, to Exhortation, to Reproof, to Admonition and 
—_—_ privately, in ſeaſon, out of ſeaſon. Where this is not, the ſub- 
ſtance of the Miniſterial Work and Diſcipline is wanting : Where this is all, 
the reſt will eaſily follow, ſo much as is neceſſary, and what is not neceſſ;- 
ry is better forbomn. : 

5. The Church is, no Church of God, unleſs ſhe have juft reſpe&t to 
time and place for publick Worthip : and ſhe is equally no Church before 
God, if ſhe prefer time and place, and bare aſſembling for publick Worſhip, 
before Chriſtian Faith, Hope, and Love, and Edihcation therein. As the 
Sabbath, ſo Time and Place were made for Man, and not Man for thera. 
And therefore the Church is to meet in one, two, or three, or more places 
at the ſame time, rg it ſhall be for Edification. And look as it is 
. 2 good Argument for t Baptiſm, the Primitive Patern is baptizing 
whole Houſholds; and therefore in baptizing Infants we keep to the Primitive 
Patern, Infants being a.neceſſary part of Houſholds. So I ſhould think it a 
good Argument againſt the Congregationaliſts: The Primitive Patern was, 
that all the Chriſtians in a City be one Church particular 3 and therefore, if 
now every Chriſtian City be one particular Church, tho the Chriſtians in it 
are ſo many asto make a hundred, or two hundred Congregations at the 
fame time, the Primitive Patemn is kept; A.14.23. Tit.1.5. It is not the 
place which make, the Church, but the Church makes the place. Every 
Chriſtian Nation as ſuch, is a Church governed inviſibly by God thr 
Chriſtian Faith, "_ to the Scripture : and governed viſibly by the 
Prince as ſole Supream under God, over all in his Dpminions by the Sword. 
'Tho God do make uſe of Paſtors and Miniſters in the guiding and govern- 
ing of his Church, yet he himfelf is fote Lord over the Conſcience, and 
only his Voice is to be heard in the. Church, and Paſtors and Miniſters have 
no Authority but what is Temporal, and yet it differs in kind from the Au- 
thority of the Prince and Magiſtrate, The Church Militant conſiſts of 
Mortal Men, and Mortal Men can have no Authority Immortal and Eter- 
na], Paſtors die no lefs than Princes.

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_ CHAP. XIX 
4 Of the Way of Peace. 


1. Wo Things, as I conceive, do greatly conduce to Unity and Peace 

among Chriſtians touchn Religion: A clear explication of Go- 
ſpel-Truth, and — one another.in Love. The former I have endea- 
voured in the foregoing Chaptersz and among Perſons truly conſciencious, a 
clear explication of the Truth, is in effect the whole Cure. The latter it 
is not in my. Power to procure. Yet this one thing well weighed may do 
much towards it ; that Perſons eminently Godly, may ignorantly hold an 
Opinion, in it ſelf heretical, and againſt the Foundation of Faith, and yet 
not hold it heretically, and ſo as do the Ungodly. The reaſon is, becauſe 
Heavenly and Fundamental Truth, is not by way of Syllogiſm, and Human 
Argumentation, Major, - Minor, and Concluſion, common to us and Hea- 
thens, but by way of Holy Likeneſs to God, through Chriſtian Faith,which 
Heathens have not. He then who holds one Divine Truth with Holy Belief, 


15 thereby free, not from all Errour, but from all reigning Errour. No Er- 


rour is ſafe, and yet no meer Man, ſince the Fall of Adam, is wholly free 


 fromallErrour, and every Godly Man is in a ſafe State, not becauſe of his 


Errour, but becauſe Heavenly Truth, and not Exrour, reigns mhim. 

2, The Apoſiles for ſome time were in an Errour touching the Nature of 
Chriſt's Kingdom 3 which Errour, as in it ſelf conſidered, did by conſequence 
overthrow the Kingdom of Chriſt and yet.as it was in them,it was no reign- _ 
ing Errour.

the Church, ſee with their own Eyes, and upon hearing the Argumentsand 
Allegations on both lides, wiſely and impartially diſfcern,. between what is 
plainly contained in God's Word, and what is not, but is only School-So- 
phiſtry, and vain Philoſophy, corrupting Men s Minds from the fmiplicity 
that is in Chriſt, and ſerving only to create Strife, and to make plain things 
obſcure ; and would <njoin all fides to inlilt upon, and unite in plain and 
wholſome Truth, evident by its own intrinſick Light, to the Conſcience 
of each Godly Man, through Faith, and cither to cut off and forbear all 
further Diſputes, or manage them in Love, and in theSpirit of 
we ſhould {oon ſee an End of Controverſies concerning Religion. In tte 
mean time it concerns us all to get and keep well gr Certinty. 
through- Faith gf our own Salvation, and earneſtly to contend for this 
Faith. This Certainty is by way of ſpecial Revelation : For all Divine 
Revelation, ſince Adam's Fall, is either Principal and Special, or Subſcr- 
vient and Common. Special and Principal is that, by Faith, ur the Hearts 
of all the Regenerate in various Degrees, and there 5. no other Special and 
Principal Divine Revelation ſince Adam's Fall. Eph. 1.17. and 4. 5. 
2 Cor. 4.13. 2 Pet. 1. 1.” by 

4. Fundamental Truth is not by way of Number, but by way of holy 
Likeneſs to God, who is ſimply one, and ſimply one is above Number, and 
not reducible to it. The Father, the Son,, and the Holy Ghoſt are three, 
truly divers and diſtin&, yet not three by way -of Number, Order, and 
Dependence, common to us: and Heathens, but by way of unſearchable 
Diverlity, not to be underſtood favingly without Chriſtnn Faith, which 
Heathens have not. They who hold, that the Holy Ghoſt from 
the Father, and the Son, do not mean that he proceedeth from them, as 
from two Firlts : for there cannot poſſibly be two Firſts in God ; Rev. 22. 
13. And they who hold, that he proceedeth only from the Father, do yet 
hold, that he is by Nature very and eternal God, and the Spirit of the Son, 
and that the Son doth from the Father ſend the Holy Ghoſt the Comfor- 
ter, This ſuppoſed, the Difference ſeems to be but in Word, and not in 
Subſtance of Matter. A —_
